Baron Nordenskiold is a well-known Swedish archeologist and ethnologist who has 
traveled extensively in Bolivia and in other parts of South America. Among his 
numerous published writings are books on the culture history of the South American 
Indian (1912), Indian life in the Gran Chaco (1910), and on the Indians and whites 
of northeastern Bolivia. He is curator of ethnography at the Goteborg Museum. 
Baron Nordenskiold comes of a family whose members have contributed much to 
the sciences of the earth and of man. His father, Baron Adolf Erik Nordenskiold, 
was the first to accomplish the Northeast Passage (in the Vega in 1878-80); his 
brother, the late Gustaf Nordenskiold, is known for the archeological investigations 
embodied in his "The Cliff Dwellers of the Mesa Verde" (Stockholm, 1893); and 
his cousin, Otto Nordenskjold, is the well-known polar geographer, professor of 
geography at the University of Goteborg. 

Mr. Belden has motored extensively in the scenic regions of the West and abroad. He 
has written "Motoring Among the Mountains" (Outing, Aug., 1915); "Motoring 
in the High Sierras" (Scribner's Magazine, Feb., 1915); "The Motor in the 
Yellowstone" (ibid., June, 1918); "A Hive City of the Libyan Desert" (Travel, 
Dec., 1916); and "An American Motorist in the Land of the Czar." His home 
is at Pitchfork, Park County, Wyoming, on the upper Grey Bull River, at the 
eastern foot of the Absaroka Range. 

Mr. Ross made the observations described in the present article while in Liberia on behalf 
of the Christian Woman's Board of Missions of Indianapolis. He is at present 
associated with the Disciples of Christ Congo Mission and is stationed at Bolenge 
near Coquilhatville on the Congo at the equator. 

Mr. Bent is chairman of the Publishing Committee of the Appalachian Mountain 
Club and has been librarian and corresponding secretary. He has written " Early 
American Mountaineers " (1913), "The Indians and the Mountains" (1915), "The 
Mountaineering Clubs of America" (1916), "The Literature of Mountain Climbing 
in America " (1918), and several other articles for Appalachia and has compiled a 
"Bibliography of the White Mountains" (1911). He is a member of the American 
Alpine Club and the Alpine Club of Canada and has camped and climbed with 
the latter and with the Sierra Club of California and the Mazamas of Portland, 
Oregon. His ascents include the highest peak in each of the. states of California, 
Colorado, Washington (all three over 14,000 feet), Oregon, and New Mexico, and 
many peaks in the Canadian Rockies and Selkirks. 

Professor Davis is the leading exponent of physiography, or the rational study of 
land forms ; to his teachings is mainly due the universal recognition of America's 
pre-eminence in this science. Among his numerous writings may be mentioned 
"Physical Geography" (1898); "Geographical Essays" (1909); "Die erklarende 
Beschreibung der Landformen " (1912), written while exchange professor at the 
University of Berlin in 1908-09. In 1911-12 he was visiting professor at the 
University of Paris. In the latter year he conducted the American Geographical 
Society's Transcontinental Excursion across the United States. Professor Davis is 
Sturgis-Hooper Professor of Geology, Emeritus, at Harvard University.
